The year is 2007. Youtube, a two years old video hosting website began to apply a new 


feature called Partner Program, a program that pays the eligible content creators with 
real money from a share of revenue Youtube makes. 


On the August of the same year, Youtube began to show in-video ads to users, allowing 
the website to make money, pay content creators, and keeping the website free for the 
normal users. The ad showing sponsors at the time were not much as they are today, and 
there was ONE ad for each video an user views at the time. 


Nine or ten years later, with the content creators like PewDiePie making Minecraft
